Hitler's Course 
Given Approval

BERLIN, July 2.—Paul Von Hin- 


denburg, Germany's aged president, 
today placed his stamp of approval 
upon the ruthless suppression by 
Chancellor Adolf Hitler of the "sec- 
ond revolution" which held Ger- 
many in its grip over a bloody week- 
end. 


" ifou have saved the German peo- 


ple from • grave dangers," President 
Hindenburg telegraphed Hitler from 
his summer home at Neudeck. "I 
express to you deep-felt thanks." 


The president sent a similar tele- 


gram of appreciation to Gen. Her- 
man Wilhelm Goering, Prussian pre- 
mier, who commanded the forces 
that maintained order in Berlin 
while the Hitler coup was in prog- 
ress.

BERLIN, July 2.— Reports pub- 


lished in London today that Prince 
August Wilhelm, fourth son of the 
former Kaiser, had been shot while 
trying to cross the Dutch border, 
were denied by authoritative sources 
here. 


Prince "Auwi", a member of the 


Nazi Stormers, is now under arrest 
in his Berlin home, it was stated. 
Earlier in the day it was said he 
was under surveillance. 


Reports published in London of 


further wholesale arrests with f ight- 
ing in tne streets of some German 


disbelieved. 


William Giovalello, who was driv- 


ing towards Hillsville, came along 
shortly after rthe/ accident had'- hap- 
pened and brought the Mayberry 
family to Hillsville, where it was as- 
certained that Mrs. Mayberry was 
dead, her skull having been frac- 
tured.

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WHEAT PACT FAILS 


T 


HE rarity with which international conferences on world prob- 


lems yield agreements is matched by the rarity with which 


agreements, if reached, accomplish their objectives. 


The latest illustration of this relates to the world wheat 


agreement by which the leading grain-producing nations pledged 
themselves to limit their exportations of wheat. Argentina's 
quota was fixed at a maximum of 110,000,000 bushels. The 
pact was signed last August and was to.be in effect for a year 
.The purpose was to stabilize the world wheat market at a time 
when prices were tumbling because of over-production. 


Argentine has failed to live up to its pledge. Already its 


wheat exports exceed by several million bushels the quota fixed 
for it. 
is still is shipping abroad large quantities of wheat. 


It is predicted that other signatories to the agreement soon 


will break away from the pact and begin to flood world markets 
•with wheat. • Canada and Australia especially have on hand 
large stocks. It will be natural for them to feel justified in re- 
garding the pact as no longer binding because of Argentine's 
violation of its terms. 


This is seems that hopes of remedying the wheat situation 


by international co-operation must collapse.. New agreements 
covering another year recently were signed' in London and 
Rome. They hardly can be expected to prove any more effec- 
tive than did the one broken by Argentine.

lems yield agreements is matched by the rarity with which 
agreements, if reached, accomplish their objectives. 
The latest illustration of this relates to the world wheat 
agreement by which the leading grain-producing nations pledged 
themselves to limit their exportations of wheat. 
Argentina’s 
quota was fixed at a maximum of 110,000,000 bushels. The 
pact was signed las! August and was to be in effect for a year. 
The purpose was to stabilize the world wheat market at a time 
when prices were tumbling because of over-production. 
Argentine has failed to live up to its pledge. Already its 
wheat exports exceed by several million bushels the quota fixed 
for it. 
is still is shipping abroad large quantities of wheat. 
It is predicted that other signatories to the agreement soon 
will break away from the pact and begin to flood world markets 
with wheat. 
Canada and Australia especially have on hand 
large stocks. 
It will be natural for them to feel justified in re­ 
garding the pact as no longer binding because of Argentine’s 
violation of its terms. 


This is seems that hopes of remedying the wheat situation 
by international co-operation must collapse. 
New agreements

Steps have been taken at the Penn- 
sylvania State College to protect the 
general public against the possible 
pirating of inventions and discov- 
eries -which the college Intends shall 
be..available to, the 'people ot the 
Commonwealth and of the nation 
•without' profit to itself, President 
Ralph D. Hetzel announced today. 


To achieve this protection, the 
Pennsylvania Research Corporation 
has been formed: The purpose' of 
the corporation is to. hold, under 
agreement with the college, all pat- 
ents that may be obtained by the 
college as a result of research pro- 
jects carried on by its staff mem- 
bers under regulations laid down 
by the council on research of, the 
college. 
The corporation will be managed 


by a board of 10 directors, -who will 
serve without remuneration. Six of 
these were elected at a recent or- 
ganization meeting. The .original 
board includes four members of the 
college board of trustees, the dean 
of its engineering school and .the 
chairman of the research council. 


With several hundred research 


projects continuously in progress at 
the college, some of which give in- 
dication of being of immediate and 
practical value in industry and 
commerce, it was felt advantageous 
by the college administration to 
centralize authority and responsibil- 
ity for the management of patent 
rights in a separate corporation. 
As a state-supported institution, 
the policy of the college is to apply 
for patents solely to protect itself 
against parties who might appropri- 
ate for private gain discoveries on 
which college scientists may have 
been working for many years. 
The college believes that projects 


for whJoh the state has supplied 
funds should necessarily accrue to 
the benefit of the citizens of the 
state, without profit to itself. 
Since the character', of the new 
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corporation provides that any and 
all moneys received as royalties 01 
licenses to the patents held by the 
corporation will be used to further 
scientific research, the intent of the 
college in this respect is amply pro- 
vided for.

Two of the bandits, identified as 


Homer Van Meter and George "Ba- 
by Face" Nelson,-assaulted Dr. Les- 
lie Laird, 40, of North Webster, Ind, 
early.Sunday morning, forced him 
to treat one of them for two bullet 
wounds in the arm. After admin- 
istering medical attention the physi- 
cian was beaten over the head with 
a revolver, left unconscious in his 
office. 
When he revived, some 30 
minutes • later, and 
attempted to 


telephone "authorities, he found the 
telephone wires had been cut.

Some time- after the assault oh

One of the men was identified as 
Joe Burns, one of the 10 convicts 
DiUinger helped escape from the In- 
diana state prison at Michigan City 
in the wholesale prison break Sep- 
tember-26, 1933.

The bartender "at the tavern, 
known.as the Lamp.Light, reported 
the men were well dressed and ap- 
parently .were well supplied with 
money. One of the men had a ban- 
dage .on-his ..arm. 


The trio met a woman at the tav- 
ern, stayed about 10 minutes, drank 
several steins of beer and left in a 
car. 


Because the sedan in which the 


slayers escaped following ths bank 
robbery Saturday was found aban- 
doned at Goodland, Ind., 100 miles 
southwest of South Bend and about 
100 miles southeast of Chicago au- 
thorities believed that DiUinger and 
some of his lawless companions may 
have sought refuge in Chicago.

GANG SECURED 
ABOUT $30,000 LOOT 


(International News Service) 
CHICAGO, July 2.—From the 
underworld hideouts of Chicago 
to the lake country of northern 
Indiana, federal, state and local 
authorities sought to pick up 
the trail of man-killing John 
Dillinger and his bandit com­ 
panions today. 
Authorities expressed the belief 
that the desperadoes separated fol­ 
lowing the raid on the Merchants' 
National Bank at South Bend, Ind., 
Saturday, in which Policeman How­ 
ard Wagner was shot to death and 
Dillinger and his henchmen escaped 
with $30,000 loot. 
Doctor Is Attacked 
Two of the bandits, identified as 
Homer Van Meter and George “Ba­ 
by Face” Nelson, assaulted Dr. Les­ 
lie Laird, 40, of North Webster, Ind., 
early Sunday morning, forced him 
to treat one of them for two bullet 
wounds in the arm. 
After admin­ 
istering medical attention the physi­ 
cian was beaten over the head with 
a revolver, left unconscious in his 
office. 
When he revived, some 30 
minutes later, and attempted to 
telephone authorities, he found the 
telephone wires had been cut. 
Dr. Laird identified Van Meter, 
and the description he gave of the 
wounded man led authorities to be­ 
lieve he was Nelson. 
Some time after the assault on 
Dr. Laird two men, believed to have 
been the bandits, accompanied by a 
third man, visited a lakeside tavern 
three miles northwest of 
North 
Webster. 
One of the men was identified as 
Joe Burns, one of the 10 convicts 
Dillinger helped escape from the In­ 
diana state prison at Michigan City 
in the wholesale prison break Sep­ 
tem ber's, 1933. 
Plenty of Money

the men were well dressed and ap­ 
parently were well supplied with 
money. One of the men had a ban­ 
dage on-his arm.

THE DICTATORIAL PATH of

This first outbreak may be the sign 
of an early collapse, with economic 
difficulties growing constantly more 
serious. 
Baron Maurice de Rothschild, of 
Paris, is said to have predicted re­ 
cently in New York that Hitler’s 
government would collapse within 
six weeks. 
This collapse may come 
even sooner. 
The German people, 
educated by social-democratic lead­ 
ers since 1870, are not permanently 
good material for a dictatorship.

The first break in Germany, very 
serious at first, appeared to have 
been patched up by Hitler. 


A few killings, one or two suicides 


and many arrests followed Hitler's 
fiercely energetic surprise of those 
who conspired against him. 


While Hitler has won for 
the 


time being, it Is plain that his con- 
trol on the German people is not as 
absolute as it was supposed to be. 
This first outbreak may be the sign 
of an early collapse, with economic 
difficulties growing constantly more 
serious. 


Baron Maurice de Rothschild, of 


Paris, is said to have predicted re- 
cently in New York that Hitler's 
government would collapse within 
six weeks. 
This collapse may come 


even sooner. 
The German people, 


educated by social-democratic lead- 
ers since 1870, are.not permanently 
good material for a dictatorship.

NEW YORK, July 2.—It is with 


regret—because I'd hate to think 
that any baseball man could so for- 
get the high Ideals of the craft— 
that I feel forced to suggest today 
that the National Lei-gu^ may have 
acted in a cunning and dastardly 
manner last winter about the adop- 
tion of the lively, standardized base- 
ball that was to make all men equal 
and both leagues one. Anyhow, aft- 
er looking over the records for a lit- 
tle less than half of the season, it 
eeems that the National League 
hasn't wholly lived up to the letter 
of the agreement. 
It's ball isn't lively; the thing is 


downright agile. It's strictly "boot- 
leg". 
It's stepped-up to a degree 


never before known and one of 
these days It's going to be driven 
so far down an infielder's throat 
they'll have to probe. This is the 
league that was all for moderation 
last winter. 


Use Lively Ball 


It had used the so called 'dead" 


ball in 1933 but felt that it would 
be splendid tr have the American 
League either abandon its own Jack- 
rabbit or at least meet it halfway. 
Of course, in baseball all men are 
brothers. 
So the American League 
behaved 
accordingly. It 
listened 


very carefully to what the National 
League had to suggest and then did 
something else. To bs accurate, it 
did nothing at all, beyond indicat- 
ing that it wasn't interested, with 
the result that the other league had 
come down off its chandelier and so 
some bargaining." 


In the end, it was amicably set- 
tled by a compromise_. The Ameri- 
can League would use the Ameri- 
can- League ball and the National 
League could if it wished, follow 
suit. Instead, it apparently trumped. 
If it didn't, hew then to account for 
the fact that the league that is sup- 
posed to have most of the sluggers 
—Foxx, Gehrig, Ruth, 
Simmons, 


Johnson, Averill, etc.—is only lead- 
Ing by 337 to 321 home runs, az of 
June 30? 


The American League, in other 


words, is a little ahead of last year's 
production; the National League Is 
away ahead. It got only 460 for 
the complete schedule of 154 games 
last year. It now has upward of 325 
or more for sixty-odd games. 


But when the successful man has 


"arrived," he doesn't like the place 
as well as a lot of places he passed 
by.

Given Approval 
By Hindenburg

B ER L IN . Ju ly 2—Paul Von Hin­ 
denburg, Germany’s aged president, 
today placed his stamp of approval 
upon the ruthless suppression by 
Chancellor Adolf Hitler of the “sec­ 
ond revolution” which held G er­ 
many in its grip over a bloody week­ 
end. 
■ You have saved the German peo­ 
ple from grave dangers,” President 
Hindenburg telegraphed Hitler from 
his summer home at Neudeck.

The president sent a similar tele­ 
gram of appreciation to Gen. Her­ 
man Wilhelm Goering, Prussian pre­
